AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR COSTS IN MUNICIPAL COURT = 
BE IT ORDAINED by the City Council of the City of Elgin, Oregon: 
Section 1: Whenever the Municipal Court imposes a fine, or orders a ball 


forfelture, as a penalty for a violation of a municipal ordinance of the City of Elgin, 
an assessment in addition to such fine or ball forfeiture shali be collected by the 
Municipal Judge and remitted to the City Recorder; the amount of the assessment 
shall be as follows: 
(a) When fine or forfeiture is $5.00 to $49.99, the assessment shall be 
$3.00. 
{bp} When fine or forfeiture is $50.00 to $149.99, the assessment shal! be 
$5.00, 
(c} When fine or forfelture is $150.00 to $299.99, the assessment shall be 
$7.50, 
{d) When fine or forfeiture is $300.00 or more, the assessment shal! be 
$19.00. 
Section 2: When any deposit of bail is made for an offense to which this 
Ordinance applies, the person making such deposit shal! also deposit a sufficient 


amount to include the assessment described in Section 1 of this Ordinance.
